Life  in  the  dot-combat  zone 

The  Mission’s  summer  of  dicontent  rocks  on

Tension  between  dot-comers  and 
dot-nots  rose  to  new  levels  as  both 
groups  attended  a  kick-off  party 
celebrating  a  plan  to  convert  of  the 
Mission  Armory  into  the  mother  of  all 
Internet  office  buildings. 

On  July  27,  a  crowd  of  party'  crashers 
and  party  goers  squeezed  into  the  entry 
way  of  the  Armory  and  up  a  flight  of  stairs 
only  to  find  the  glass  paneled  doors  on  the 
landing  closed  and  guarded  by  cops  who 
weren’t  letting  anyone  in.  An  e-mail  alert 
had  brought  over  a  hundred  people  to  the 
massive  brick  structure  to  protest  further 
expansion  of  the  dot-conomy  into  the 
Mission  and  neither  the  party  giver,  Eikon 
Investments  (owner  of  the  Armory),  nor 
the  cops  were  sure  how  to  handle  them. 

As  more  people  pushed  up  the  stairs, 
human  density  began  approaching  a  criti¬ 
cal  mass.  Studied,  casual  twenty-some¬ 
things  exchanged  barbs  and  jibes;  every¬ 
one  was  in  everyone  else’s  face.  A  few 
enterprising  partygoers  whipped  out  cell  ' 
phones  and  called  friends  inside  for  rescue 
from  their  sweaty  entanglement.  When 
tliis  ploy  actually  worked  and  an  upscale 
couple  was  yanked  through  a  suddenly 
opened  door,  the  mood  of  those  left  out¬ 
side  changed.  Cries  of  “Let  us  in,  let  us 
in,”  and  “Bullshit,  bullshit!”  grew  increas¬ 
ingly  louder  as  some  people  began  pound¬ 
ing  furiously  against  the  doors. 

Within  a  minute  or  two  jagged  pieces 
of  broken  glass  would  have  introduced  a 
new  element  of  peril  and  the  act  of  proper¬ 


ty  damage  into  the  drama,  provoking  an 
unpredictable  police  response.  But  as  the 
final  countdown  for  the  first  dot-com  riot 
began,  one  of  the  cops  came  out  and 
announced  that  everybody  would  be 
allowed  inside  if  he  could  just  be  given  a 
little  breathing  room  and  a  few  minutes  to 
explain  the  procedure. 

The  situation  defused  and  people 
began  backing  down  the  stairs  to  hear  what 
the  deal  was.  The  deal  was:  to  get  inside 
you  had  to  sign  in.  Most  of  the  protesters 
declined.  However,  some  did  go  in  and  the 
war  cry  of  the  anti-displacement  move¬ 
ment  “jAqui  estamos  y  no  nos  vamos!” 
reverberated  in  the  cavernous  Armory 
drillcourt  drowning  out  the  mediocre 
music  and  unnerving  those  munching  on 
cheese  squares  and  shrimp.  Some  of  those 
waiting  outside  gave  Mayor  Brown  a  ver¬ 
bal  drubbing  when  he  arrived.  Brown 
stayed  briefly  and  gave  a  perfunctory' 
speech  inside,  which  did  not  go  unheckled. 
The  demonstrators  made  their  point,  but 
the  party  rolled  on. 

The  Armory  action  illustrates  how 
close  Mission  dot-combat  is  to  true  chaos. 
Had  someone  slipped  on  the  concrete  stair¬ 
way  and  been  trampled,  or  had  verbal 
exchanges  escalated  into  physical  assaults 
in  such  a  jammed  up  spot,  there  would 
have  been  casualties  rather  than  just  color¬ 
ful  anecdotes. 

We’re  on  the  edge.  The  instantly 
affluent  minions  of  the  dot-com  industry 
and  their  ravenous  appetite  for  housing, 
for  offices,  for  places  to  park  and  places  to 
party  is  unrestrained,  leaving  many 


Mission  residents  with  the  choice  of  get¬ 
ting  out  or  fighting  back  anyway  they  can. 

The  number  of  evictions  executed  by 
legal  means,  by  threat,  or  by  deceit  is  stag¬ 
gering  but  last  month  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  to  withhold  funds  for  a 
city  program  that  would  have  offered  a 
modicum  of  help  to  those  forced  from  their 
homes,  then  probably  out  acute  embar- 
rassmnet  released  the  funds  at  their  next 
sessioa 

Posters  wheat  pasted  to  polfcs  give 
instructions  on  “How  to  welcome  rich  peo¬ 
ple  to  the  Mission,”  including  how  to 
jimmy  off  the  gas  caps  of  their  cars  and  fill 
the  gas  tanks  with  sugar.  In  one  popular 
Mission  restaurant,  new  economy  diners 
are  requesting  waitpcrsons  without 
accents.  Developers  of  Bry  ant  Square  sent 
a  list  of  talking  points  to  their  supporters 
advising  them  on  w  hat  to  say  when  giving 
public  testimony.  One  of  the  “real  estate 


talking  points”  argued  that  the  massive 
office  project  would  “clean  up  this  area 
and  put  attractive  new  businesses  and  res¬ 
idents  in  abandoned  buildings.” 

The  executive  director  of  Arriba 
Juntos,  whose  organization  supported 
Bry  ant  Square,  has  received  death  threats 
over  the  phone.  PODER,  an  organization 
that  opposed  Bry  ant  Square,  also  received 
anonymous  threatening  phone  calls.  We 
are  now  officially  polarized. 

So  far,  the  majority  of  the  organized 
effort  against  displacement  has  come  from 
the  Mission  Anti-displacement  Coalition 
(MAC),  which  is  made  up  of  a  number  of 
pre-existing  nonprofits,  resident  Mission 
activists  and  artists.  But  the  social  and  eco¬ 
nomic  changes  in  the  Mission  are  massive 
and  historic  in  scope  and  may  just  well 
generate  spontaneous  reactions  no  one  can 
anticipate  or  control.

My  name  is  Anthony  McKinney;  I 
was,  before  a  100%  rent  increase 
the  sole  prop  of  exposed  located 
at  South  \&n  Ness  and  15th.  Exposed  did 
commercial  black  and  white  photographic 
lab  work  and  really  nobody  in  town  that 
did  the  niche  that  we  did.  Everything  we 
did  was  by  hand  we  produced  the  most 
custom  small  prints  in  town  and  our  space 
hosted  dozens  of  shows  for  local  photogra¬ 
phers.  Probably  80%  of  all  our  work  was 
wedding  photographers,  a  huge  business. 

We  were  here  seven  years  continually 
growing  during  that  time  and  were  looking 
forward  to  a  great  year  this  year.  But  now 
I'm  moving  the  business  into  storage  I  was 
afforded  just  4-1/2  weeks  notice  of  the 
increase,  which  is  just  ridiculous  in  this 
market. 

Here's  the  story:  Six  months  ago  I  was 
concerned  about  the  lease  being  up  at  the 
end  of  June.  So,  I  went  to  the  landlord,  B. 
Patrick  Tidmore,  and  I  asked  if  he  would 
be  so  kind  as  to  let  me  know  ahead  of  time 
how  much  of  an  increase  I  could  expect 
and  I  explained  it  to  him  vety  clearly  in 
this  market  I  needed  plenty  of  time  if  I  had 
to  relocate  and  he  said  "Sure  no  problem." 

I  talked  to  him  probably  six,  seven, 
eight  times  reminding  him  that  month  after 
month  was  going  by,  and  he'd  say,  "At  the 
end  of  the  week.  I'll  have  those  figures  for 
you  so  you  can  do  your  planning."  He 
made  me  feel  so  comfortable  that  every¬ 
thing  was  going  to  be  just  fine.  I  told  him 
in  January  I  couldn't  afford  more  than  a 
$300  increase  and  he  took  me  right  up  to 
the  last  moment  and  told  me,  "It's  a  dollar 
a  square  foot  now  it's  going  to  go  up  to  $2 
a  square  foot." 

I  was  absolutely  stunned  because  this 
whole  time  I've  been  needing  to  build  this 
dark  room  to  handle  the  wedding  season 
and  I  knew  I  needed  it  and  I  needed  to  get 
it  built  right  away.  I  went  to  him  at  the 
beginning  of  April  and  told  him  "I  have  a 
contractor  lined  up  for  this  darkroom  and 
I'm  starting  to  purchase  equipment  So  if 
you're  going  to  raise  the  rent  more  than  I 
can  afford  now's  the  time  to  tell  me.”  But 
he  didn't.  He  came  in  here  and  saw  the  saw 
turnaround  door  siting  in  front  of  the  lab 
and  asked  me  what  that  was  for  and  I  said, 
"That's  for  that  new  darkroom  I'm  building 
and  even  then  he  didn't  choose  to  tell  me 
any  thing. 

Because  my  business  is  so  slow  the 
first  couple  of  months  of  the  year,  I  would 
have  had  all  the  time  in  the  wodd  to  move 
and  it  would  have  been  seamless  for  the 
customers.  That  six  months  in  this  market 
would  have  meant  every  thing  to  me.  But 
he  finally  told  me  at  the  end  of  May  giving 
me  less  than  six  weeks,  to  figure  out  some¬ 
thing. 

Strangely  enough  it  coincided  with 
both  my  neighbors.  Bills  Basic 
Bookshelves  and  a  professional  landscap¬ 
er,  being  forced  out.  Two  days  after  he 
reached  an  agreement  with  landscaper, 
basically  the  guy's  going  to  leave  with 
nothing,  the  landlord  hit  with  the  increase. 

I  wrote  him  a  letter  saying  you've 
betrayed  my  trust  you  knew  exactly  why  I 
wanted  those  figures  *  I  tried  prepare  to 
move  which  was  in  your  interests  as  well 
as  mine  that's  why  I  wanted  all  that  notice 
and  you  betrayed  me  Now  that  I  have  no 
time  to  move  I  intend  to  resist."  And  he

showed  up  the  next  working  day  with  a 
whole  new  attitude  and  said,  "Now  that 
you  wrote  it  down  like  that  I  understand." 

So  we  settled  because  in  actuality  he 
doesn't  want  this  going  to  court  and  I 
wound  with  a  little  bit  of  moving  money.  I 
had  to  sign  off  any  claim  to  ever  having 
lived  here  but  the  agreement  didn't  contain 
a  No  Publicity  Clause.  (That's  what  a  lot  of 
landlords  are  doing  screwing  people  giv¬ 
ing  them  a  little  bit  of  money  to  leave  and 
getting  them  to  sign  an  agreement  not  to 
talk  to  the  press.) 

So  like  I  said  I'm  going  to  put  the  biz 
into  storage  and  look  well  outside  the  city 
for  a  new  location,  Santa  Rosa  or  maybe 
Dixon  or  Davis,  I  really  don't  know.  I  just 
hate  to  go.  I've  lived  in  the  Bay  Area  all 
my  life,  and  the  Mission  is  the  place  where 
I  felt  the  most  comfortable.

City  Hall  rally  against  displacement 


On  July  13,  a  rally  organized  by  the 
the  Mission  Anti-displacement  Coalition 
drew  more  than  500  people  to  San 
Francisco  City  Hall  to  protest  Planning 
Commision  policies  that  have  permited 
runaway  development  of  the  Mission  and 
South  of  Market  The  turnout  was  extraor- 
dinairy  for  a  weekday  event 

Following  the  rally  one  group  of 
demonstrators  went  inside  City  Hall  to 
attend  a  session  of  the  Planning 
Commission  while  another  (pictured 
above)  headed  for  the  Planning 
Department  offices  on  Mission  Street.  The 
doors  were  locked  and  the  department 
temporairiy  shut  down  when  they  arrived. 


The  marchers  then  went  back  to  City 
Hall  only  to  find  sheriff’s  deputies  barring 
their  way  to  the  commission  meeting 
which  had  been  moved  to  the  larger 
Supervisor’s  Chambers.  Inside,  Planning 
Director  Gerald  Green,  as  he  had  at  a 
community  meeting  in  June,  denied  the 
Planning  Commission  had  the  authority  to 
act  on  demands  for  a  moratorium  on  mar¬ 
ket  rate  housing  and  office  construction  in 
the  Mission,  nor  was  Green  prepared  to 
move  ahead  on  rezoning.  His  remarks 
prompted  angry  chants  of  “Bullshit,  bull¬ 
shit.”  and  a  mass  walkout  by  Coalition 
members.  The  Coalition  will  now  take  its 
case  to  the  streets  in  a  march  through  the 
Mission  on  August  12  (see  page  7). 


In  the  last  few  months  we  have  moved 
beyond  a  prevailing  Borgian  view  of 
‘resistance  is  futile’  to  a  situation  in  which 
political  action  is  breaking  out  all  over. 
Resistance  is  fertile.  The  following  are 
some  of  the  major  flashpoints  of  gentrifi- 
cation  and  dot-combat  zones. 

1950  Mission -August  8 

With  almost  no  place  left  to  build  in  the 
neighborhood,  the  dilapidated  school 
property'  at  1950  Mission  (near  16th)  is  the 
object  of  a  fierce  struggle  between  the 
Mission  Housing  Development 
Corporation  and  John  Brennan,  a  member 
of  the  city’s  most  powerful  combine  of  for 
profit  developers,  the  Residential  Building 
Association.  Both  groups  claim  to  be 
offering  affordable  housing  but  MHDC 
has  an  overwhelmingly  stronger  track 
record  in  that  field.  MHDC  argues  that 
housing  built  by  their  organization  would 
remain  affordable  but  that  Brennan’s 
affordable  price  would  not  be  carried  Over 
if  any  of  the  units  were  sold. 

MHDC  needs  to  build  the  housing  to 
accommodate  some  of  those  displaced 
when  they  begin  renovation  of  the 
Valencia  Gardens  Housing  Project,  or  the 
renovation  could  be  jeopardized.  RBA 
President  Joe  O’Donoghue  has  said  he  will 
sue  the  School  District  if  Brennan  does  not 
prevail,  and  that  the  RBA  itself  will  go 
after  the  contract  to  rehab  Valencia 
Gardens  and  do  a  better  job.  MHDC  is 
calling  for  a  show  of  support  at  the  August 
8,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  at 
7pm  at  Everett  Middle  School,  450  Church 
Street. 


Walking  tour  to  defend  the  right 
to  live  in  the  Mission  -  August  12 

The  Mission  anti-displacement  coalition  is 
calling  for  a  massive  turnout  for  a  walking 
tour  of  key  displaced  and  threatened  sites 
beginning  at  11am  at  24th  and  Bryant. 
This  will  be  the  major  event  of  the 
Mission’s  summer  of  discontent.  One  to 
two  thousand  people  are  expected.  (See 
poster  and  map  on  page7) 

Circus  of  Resistance  -  August  15 

Dancer’s  Group  Studio  Theater  at  22nd 
and  Mission  received  a  rent  increase  of 
over  500%  and  is  being  evicted  on  August 
15.  A  newly  formed  coalition  of  local 
artists  called  All  Against  Ruthless  Greedy 
Gentrification  (AARGG)  has  organized  a 
number  of  prominent  local  artists  and  per¬ 
formance  groups  for  a  Circus  of 
Resistance  ,“wide  scale  art  action  both 
inside  and  outside”,  beginning  at  7pm.  So 
far  the  line  up  includes  the  San  Francisco 
Mime  Troupe,  the  Devil-Ettes,  Shar 
Redenour,  Jackie  Strano  (from  the  Hail 
Marys),  Keith  Hennessy,  Marijoh  Danz 
Theater,  Calico  Dance,  Mary  Armentrut, 
Stephanie  Rosenbaum,  Oakland 
Playhouse,  Jaz  Romantics,  Jeff  Kreisler 
and  Marisa  Handler.  To  join  up  call  643- 
0469.  Participants  are  being  told  to 
“expect  interventions  and  surprises.” 

Art  Strike's  Back:  They’ll  find  you 

Art  Strikes  Back’s  schedule  of  street  agit¬ 
prop  which  began  in  July  and  continues 
through  August,  includes  28  separate  per¬ 
formance  and  non-performance  actions 
(including  wheat  paste  postering).  Many 
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of  them  will  be  occurring  amidst  the  week¬ 
end  revelries  along  the  Valencia  Street  cor¬ 
ridor. 

Keep  an  eye  out  for  Sonny  Smith  on 
August  12,  “Mission  Inhospitable”  on 
August  18,  and  “Searching  for  Service... 
guerrilla  theater  for  the  cellularly  inclined” 
on  August  19.  In  order  to  avoid  any  unre¬ 
quested  police  services  these  events  are 
publicized  by  word  of  mouth  only.  Most 
performances  and/or  actions  are  about  fif¬ 
teen  minutes  long.  Th§ir  sheer  unpre¬ 
dictability  and  local  focus  gives  plenty  of 
punch. 

The  Armory 

The  former  National  Guard  Armory  at 
14th  and  Mission  has  been  empty  for  near¬ 
ly  25  years,  defying  the  best  attempts  of 
profit  and  nonprofit  developers  to  do 
something  with  it.  The  problem  with  the 
building  has  always  been  the  vast  amounts 
of  money  necessary  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  86  year  old  fortress. 

The  current  owner  of  the  property  is 
Eikon  Investments,  a  one-year  old  firm 
out  of  Texas.  It  is  proposing  to  invest  $50 
million  dollars  in  the  Armory’s  conversion 
into  a  dot-com  Taj  Mahal.  Eikon  has  made 
overtures  to  a  number  of  community  and 
business  organizations  from  which  noth¬ 
ing  substantial  has  emerged.  The  develop¬ 
ment  of  over  200,000  square  feet  of  mar¬ 
ket  rate  office  space  is  seen  by  many  as 
fomenting  a  new  wave  of  speculation  and 
eviction  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

Eikon  CEO  Zack  Davidson  has 
expressed  a  willingness  to  talk  about 
buffer  zoning  and  to  assist  the  tenants  of 
the  nearby  Redstone  Building  in  purchas¬ 
ing  their  building,  but  so  far  Eikon  has 
served  only  as  a  focal  point  for  the  dot¬ 
com  backlash. 

The  Redstone  Building 

This  four-story  office  building  at  16th  and 
Capp  houses  dozens  of  non-profit,  social 
action,  and  arts  groups  like  Mission 
Agenda.  It  has  been  extremely  active  in 
the  anti-displacement  struggle  and  would 
probably  not  be  able  to  find  space  in  the 
Mission  if  evicted.  The  property  has  been 
on  and  off  the  market  for  years.  In  the  last 
year,  tenants  in  the  building  have  formed 
an  association  with  the  aim  of  buying  the 
property.  (See  story  on  page  six) 

The  Bayview  Bank  Building 

Nearly  all  of  the  twenty  five  small  busi¬ 
nesses  and  non-profits  that  were  based  in 
the  building  have  already  been  forced  out 
of  the  building  to  make  way  for  one  big 
dot-com  enterprise,  BigStep.com.  The 
property  is  owned  by  the  notorious  Cort 
family,  who  have  an  established  history  of 
conflict  with  the  Mission  community, 
which  includes  the  destruction  of  a  histor¬ 
ical  mural,  eviction  of  elderly  tenants,  and 
a  lawsuit  against  City  College. 


BigStep’s  occupation  of  the  building 
may  have  violated  city  zoning  laws,  an 
issue  now  under  review  by  the  planning 
department.  The  mass  evictions  have  made 
BigStcp  persona  non  grata  with  local 
activists,  and  the  target  of  a  paint  ball 
attacks.  (See  story  on  page  9) 

The  Bay  Labor  Program 

As  dot-comers  come  in,  day  laborers  arc 
finding  it  more  difficult  to  stay.  The  day 
laborers  who  line  Cesar  Chavez  street  hop¬ 
ing  to  pick  up  work  of  any  kind  from  pass¬ 
ing  contractors  are  often  exploited  by 
employers  who  know  that  many  of  these 
workers  are  undocumented  and  unlikely  to 
complain  about  unfair  treatment. 

The  ten  year-old  Day  Labor  Program, 
a  hiring  hall  operation  located  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  end  of  the  Mission  at  Franklin  Square 
Park  was  created  to  deal  with  this  situa¬ 
tion.  The  program,  although  effective,  has 
always  been  handicapped  by  its  distance 
from  where  the  workers  actually  gather. 
Supporters  of  the  program  were  successful 
in  getting  a  commitment  of  $  100,000  allo¬ 
cation  from  the  city  to  find  a  site  on  Cesar 
Chavez  Street  When  one  was  located  at 
the  comer  of  Cesar  Chavez  and  Shotwell, 
some  neighbors  objected  and  Mayor 
Brown  refused  to  release  the  funds.  The 
owner  of  the  building  then  began  negotia¬ 
tions  with  someone  else,  leaving  the  pro¬ 
gram  out  in  the  cold. 

Three  or  four  years  ago  this  might 
have  meant  just  a  delay,  but  as  dot-com 
companies  contend  for  every  inch  of  real 
estate,  commercial  rents  soar  as  a  result. 
There  is  either  nothing  available  or  noth¬ 
ing  available  at  a  price  social  service  orga¬ 
nizations  like  the  Day  Labor  Program  can 
afford. 

The  Mission  Neighborhood 
Resource  Center 

Another  fully  funded  but  cast  adrift  project 
is  the  Mission  Neighborhood  Resource 
Center,  designed  ^s  a  drop-in  and  referral 
facility  intended  to  comprehensively 
address  the  problems  of  16th  and 
Mission’s  homeless  population  with  job 
placement,  substance  abuse  counseling, 
and  a  wide  variety  of  services  from  a  store 
front  location. 

The  program  was  the  result  of  efforts 
by  local  residents  and  businesses  that  had 
seen  police  solutions  to  these  problems 
fail.  A  building  at  16th  and  Mission  was 
found  but  objections  were  immediately 
raised  by  parents  and  teachers  at  adjacent 
Marshall  School.  While  the  controversy 
raged.  Mayor  Brown  intervened  directly, 
telling  the  Department  of  Human  services, 
the  city  agency  overseeing  the  project  to 
find  another  location.  The  Resource 
Center  facing  the  over  heated  dot-com  real 
estate  market  continues  to  look  for  a  home. 

The  Baughter  of  Prop.  M

which  would  have  the  effect  of  limiting 
office  and  live  w  ork  expansion  is  about  all 
that  can  happen  between  now  and  the  end 
of  the  year.  A  series  of  meetings  sponsored 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  between 
developers,  slow  growth  advocates  and 
community  organizations  failed  to  reach 
agreement  on  a  November  ballot  initiative 
after  the  mayor  torpedoed  a  proposal  that 
he  felt  called  for  too  many  concessions 
from  developers. 

Slow  growth  forces  then  hurriedly  put 
together  a  signature  gathering  drive  to  get 
something  on  the  ballot  for  the  December 
runoff  election,  the  deadline  for  the 
November  election  having  already  passed. 
At  press  time  the  growth  control  initiative, 
also  referred  to  as  the  “Daughter  of  Prop 
M”  because  it  updates  and  closes  loop¬ 
holes  in  Proposition  M  passed  in  1986, 
had  well  over  the  number  of  signatures 
needed  to  qualify  had  been  turned  in. 

Developers,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Mayor  and  obliging  supervisors,  may  be 

able  to  get  some  watered-down  growth 

control  proposition  before  the  voters  in 
November,  further  confusing  an  already 
complicated  issue. 

District  Elections 

Tom  Ammiano.  unless  he  is  caught  in  bed 
with  a  live  woman  or  a  dead  man,  will  be 
the  Supervisor  from  District  9  which 
includes  nearly  all  of  the  Mission  As  nice 
as  it  will  be  to  be  represented  by  a  person 
of  such  decency1  and  integrity,  it  will  also 
mean  that  the  neighborhood  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  enemy  territory  by  a  grudgy  Willie 
Brown,  still  irked  by  the  Ammiano ’s 
upstart  campaign  for  mayor  last  year. 

This  coincides  unpleasantly  with  the  intent 
of  all  the  administration’s  developer 
cronies  to  dot-com  us  into  non-existence 
Brown  will  offend  none  of  his  friends 
when  undermining  Tom  Ammiano,  the 
main  voice  of  opposition,  by  screw  ing  the 
district  six  ways  to  sundown.

the  Redstone

The  Redstone  Building  at  16th  and 
Capp  Streets  houses  almost  30  non¬ 
profit  and  community  serving  orga¬ 
nizations  that  are  currently  at  the  risk  of 
loosing  their  spaces  to  high  paying  tenants 
that  are  moving  into  the  neighborhood. 
The  building  is  teeming  with  passionate 
individuals  and  organizations  that  are 
determined  not  to  be  casualties  of  the  dot¬ 
com  invasion. 

Located  at  one  of  the  most  drag  and 
crime-infested  comers  of  the  City,  the 
building  has  been  an  incubator  for  many 
start-up  non-profits,  arts  groups  and  com¬ 
munity  serv  ing  organizations  that  require 
low  rents  to  surv  ive.  These  organizations 
need  to  remain  accessible  to  the  popula¬ 
tions  that  most  need  their  services. 
Perhaps  more  than  any  other  building,  this 
place  represents  the  colorful  and  diverse 
culture  which  is  the  Mission 

Last  year,  tenants  of  the  building 
began  organizing  in  earnest  to  secure  their 
future  in  the  Mission  before  they  were 
evicted.  They  explored  options  like  the 
purchase  of  the  building  by  the  tenants 
themselves.  In  July,  Mission  Economic 
Development  Association  (MEDA) 
secured  a  grant  from  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Community  Dev  elopment  for  a  feasibility 
study  of  the  purchase  of  the  property  . 

One  of  the  premier  arts  organizations 
in  the  building,  the  LAB,  secured  a  grant 
for  an  appraisal  Other  sources  of  assis¬ 
tance  are  falling  into  place  as  well.  With 
media  attention  finally  focussed  on  the  cri¬ 
sis  facing  San  Francisco  in  general,  and  as 
community-serving  non-profits  and  arts 
organizations  are  losing  their  spaces  in 
droves,  the  efforts  of  the  Redstone 
Building  tenants  may  provide  some  hope 
and  act  as  a  model  for  securing  affordable 
commercial  space  in  the  City’s  real  estate 
nightmare. 

One  Redstone  tenant,  a  relatively  new 
non-profit  called  Mission  Agenda,  has 
been  a  leading  force  in  the  efforts  to  bring 
awareness  to  the  displacement  of  the  exist-

ing  community  here.  The  building  has 
been  a  center  for  community  organizing 
for  decades  and  was  originally  built  as  a 
Labor  Temple  with  huge  ground  floor 
assembly  halls.  These  halls  currently 
house  two  of  San  Francisco’s  most 
respected  alternative  arts  venues:  Theater 
Rhinoceros  and  the  LAB.  With  the  right 
combination  of  community'  organizing  and 
development  expertise,  perhaps  this  cul¬ 
tural  landmark  can  be  saved. 

Office  tenants  and  developers  across 
the  Mission  are  scrambling  for  ways  to 
look  good  as  they  are  accused  of  facilitat¬ 
ing  the  mass  exodus  of  the  artist  and 
Latino  populations  from  the  Mission. 
BigStep.com  the  new  tenant  that  displaced 
the  entire  Bayview  Bank  Building  (where 
MEDA  was  previously  located)  is  making 
overtures  to  help  the  Redstone  tenants. 
Zack  Davidson,  the  new  developer  of  the 
Mission  Armory  building  has  offered  to 
help  and  more  recently  SKS,  the  develop¬ 
ers  of  Bry  ant  Square,  have  offered  their 
development  skills  to  the  group. 

What  if  any  thing  concrete,  these  enti¬ 
ties  will  actually  do  remains  to  be 
seen.Redstone  tenants  are  currently  rent¬ 
ing  on  a  month  to  month  basis  in  a  real 
estate  market  where  prevailing  rents  on  the 
open  market  could  be  four  times  what  ten¬ 
ants  are  currently  paying.  New  commer¬ 
cial  businesses  are  moving  into  the  City  at 
an  unprecedented  pace,  leasing  up  every 
available  office  space  and  converting 
ireiustrial  are!  retail  space  to  office  use 
wherever  they  can  get  away  with  it. 
Existing  office  buildings  are  particularly 
vulnerable  because  no  special  permits  are 
required  to  replace  existing  tenants  with 
dot-com  business  the  way  the  conversion 
of  an  industrial  building  would  require. 

In  1986,  a  voter  approved  Proposition 
M  imposed  annual  limits  on  additional 
office  development  in  San  Francisco.  This 
proposition  is  having  an  impact  for  the 
first  time  after  many  years  of  economic 
recession.  In  the  context  of  a  powerful 
new  Internet-based  economy,  these  limits 
on  new  office  development  also  have  the 
effect  of  increasing  the  demand  on  existing 
office  space,  for  which  rents  have  gone 


through  the  roof.  We  are  currently  looking 
at  a  situation  where  office  space  in  the 
Mission  is  commanding  rental  rates  as 
high  as  downtown  skyscrapers  did  a  few 
short  years  ago.  But  to  allow  additional 
office  development  without  new  housing 
construction  for  the  increased  population  it 
brings  shifts  the  space  shortage  to  housing 
instead  of  office.  It’s  a  no  win  situation  for 
tenants  of  all  kinds. 

Unable  to  compete  on  the  open  mar¬ 
ket  for  any  other  available  commercial 
space,  the  Redstone  Tenants  Association 
determined  that  their  best  option  was  to  get 
creative  and  find  a  way  to  offer  substantial 
incentives  to  the  current  building  owner 
for  not  increasing  rents.  The  most  viable 
strategy  appears  to  be  the  purchase  of  the 
building,  which  would  give  tax  incentives 
to  the  seller,  and  to  help  build  a  new  own¬ 
ership  structure  for  the  property,  where  the 
tenants  would  be  co-owners  or  long  term 
tenants  with  participation  in  the  ongoing 
management  of  the  property. 

Because  the  Redstone  Tenants 
Association  is  a  new  group  without  a  track 
record,  it  is  likely  that  some  more  experi¬ 
enced  entity  will  need  to  supervise  the  ini¬ 
tial  purchase  and  any  renovations  done  to 
the  building.  Hopefully,  the  tenants  will 
obtain  long  term  security  and  management 
control  in  the  end.  These  kinds  of  creative 
and  non-traditional  ownership  structures 
may  offer  the  lasting  security  low  income 
populations  will  need  to  stay  in  the  City. 
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How  two  local  companies  are 
giving  back  to  the  community 


As  the  Mission  district  completes  its 
metamorphosis  from  marginal 
neighborhood  to  all-in-one  high- 
tech  business  park  and  executive  lifestyle 
solution,  some  of  its  new  corporate  citi¬ 
zens  are  giving  back  to  their  adopted  com¬ 
munity,  by  helping  their  neighbors  acquire 
the  knowledge  base  and  skill-sets  that 
today’s  global  economy  demands. 

Pioneering  this  laudable  commitment 
to  educate  the  lower  orders  is 
BigStep.com,  newly  headquartered  at  the 
Bay  View  building  on  Mission  and  22nd. 
For  by  its  very  decision  to  move  to  that  hip 
Mission  address,  displacing  Aid  for 
Families  of  Children  with  Disabilities,  an 
organization  that  for  all  too  long  ruthlessly 
indulged  the  weaknesses  of  the  poor, 
BigStep.com  is  teaching  a  very  important 
lesson  to  the  Mission’s  original  inhabi¬ 
tants:  if  they  are  to  be  players  in  the  fast- 
paced  global  marketplace,  they  must  throw 
away  the  crutch  of  charitable  handouts, 
and  learn  to  stand  on  their  own  two  feet 

A  few  blocks  away  on  20th  and 
Bryant,  leading  local  developer  SKS 
Partners  lias  also  taken  up  the  struggle  to 
train  the  Mission’s  less  able  residents,  pro¬ 
viding  space  in  its  ground-breaking  Bryant 
Square  development  to  a  group  which, 
hopeless  as  that  goal  may  seem,  attempts 
to  impart  computer  and  Internet  skills  to 
those  too  lazy  and  too  lacking  in  initiative 
to  have  acquired  them  on  their  own. 
Thanks  to  SKS’  generosity,  our  analog 
classes  might  one  day  possess  the  digital 
know-how  they  will  need  in  order  to  sur¬ 
vive  in  the  new  economy:  how  wonderful 
it  would  be,  for  example,  if,  when  evicted 
from  their  apartments  in  the  Mission,  they 
could  leverage  the  power  of  the  Internet  to 
search  for  housing  in  Daly  City,  Oakland, 
and  other  more  income-appropriate  com¬ 


munities!  Indeed,  there  is  no  end  to  the 
ways  in  which  mastering  the  Internet  could 
improve  the  lives  of  the  Mission’s  disad¬ 
vantaged.  Take  our  homeless  Vietnam 
veterans:  they  would  no  longer  have  to 
commit  their  sob  story  to  a  cardboard  plac¬ 
ard,  but  could  code  an  entire  Web  site 
devoted  to  their  self-pity.  And,  of  course, 
the  Web’s  commerce  capabilities  would 
empower  them  to  make  much  more  effec¬ 
tive  use  of  their  time:  surfing  Webvan  or 
PeaPod  for  bargains  on  Jaegermeister  or 
Colt  45,  even  as  they  solicit  $0.25  credit 
card  donations  through  their  e-begging- 
enabled  home  pages. 

Clearly  Big.Step.com  and  SKS 
Partners  have  shown  that,  despite  the  lies 
of  those  who  would  smear  the  Mission’s 
corporate  citizens  as  carpetbaggers,  they 
are  in  fact  very  much  in  touch  with  the 
spirit  and  the  traditions  of  our  community. 
For  in  their  noble  undertaking  to  introduce 
the  Mission’s  backward  proletarians  to  a 
new  technological  and  economic  order, 
they  can  point  to  no  lesser  antecedents 
than  the  Mission’s  founding  fathers:  the 
great  conquistador  Juan  Bautista  de  Anza 
and  his  patron.  King  Carlos  III,  two  vision¬ 
aries  whose  trailblazing  efforts  helped 
bring  the  benefits  of  contemporary  civi¬ 
lization  to  the  primitive  tribes  that  once 
lived  here. 

So  while  it  is  very  encouraging  to  see 
the  Arts  Commission  demonstrating,  with 
its  recent  proposal  to  erect  statues  of  de 
Anza  and  King  Carlos  on  Dolores  Street, 
an  unparalleled  sensitivity  to  our  commu¬ 
nity’s  past,  I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  these  tasteful  monuments  be  placed  at 
Mission  and  22nd  and  at  20th  and  Bryant, 
so  as  to  pay  tribute  to  two  cutting-edge 
corporations  that  are  doing  so  much  to 
shape  the  Mission’s  future. 
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Bigstep’s  missteps 

New  dot-com  company  succeeds  in  irritating  nearly  everybody

n  November  of  1999,  Bigstep.com 
moved  into  the  Bay  View  Bank 
Building  located  at  2601  Mission 
Street.  Six  months  later  25  businesses  and 
non-profits  were  displaced.  Community 
outrage  over  the  evictions  has  drawn 
Mission  activists  together  in  solidarity 
against  what  they  deem  an  illegal  occupa¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  Bigstep,  inadequate 
enforcement  of  zoning  laws  by  the  city, 
and  yet  another  abuse  inflicted  upon  the 
Mission  by  an  industry  oblivious  to  the 
repercussions  of  their  actions.  If  Bigstep’s 
occupation  of  the  building  is  found  to  be 
illegal,  the  company  may  have  to  go 
endure  a  lengthy  public  procees  to  acquire 
a  Conditional  Use  permit 

In  recent  weeks  Andrew  Beebe,  CEO 
and  cofounder  of  Bigstep.com,  has  been 
attempting  to  foster  a  dialogue  with 
Mission  businesses,  non-profits,  and 
activists  involved  with  the  Day  Laborer’s 
program.  Mission  Agenda,  Mission 
Housing,  and  the  Mission  Economic 
Development  Agency  (MEDA).  All  of 
these  groups,  or  the  many  of  their  staff,  are 
members  of  the  Mission  Anti- 
Displacement  Coalition  (MAC),  a  group 
dedicated  to  preserving  and  sustaining  the 
Mission’s  culture. 

Bigstep  is  a  $50  million  e-business 
center,  which  provides  small  businesses 
with  front-end  design  services  such  as  free 
of  charge  virtual  store  fronts  ,  while  gener¬ 
ating  income  by  aiding  businesses  with 
credit  card  orders,  marketing  assistance,  e- 
commerce  and  other  back-end  services. 
Bigstep’s  web  site  exemplifies  why  com¬ 
munity  groups  remain  weary  of  conces¬ 
sions:  25  businesses  and  non-profits  have 
been  displaced  by  a  company  whose  virtu¬ 
al  portfolio  states:  “Small  business  owners 
are  the  globe’s  engine  of  innovation  and 
passion  in  business,”  a  company  with  a 
“collective  dedication  to  small  business.” 

In  reality,  Bigstep  has  displaced  orga¬ 
nizations  like  MEDA,  a  non-profit  agency 
dedicated  to  helping  small  businesses  with 
planning  and  permitting  issues,  some  of 
the  very  same  services  Bigstep  provides  to 
their  customers.  Beebe  has  gone  so  far  as 

to  contact  MEDA’s  Executive  Director

Luis  Granados  in  an  attempt  to  obtain 
community  support.  Despite  Beebe’s  inter¬ 
est  in  meeting,  Granados  refused:  “Bigstep 
needs  to  understand  the  impact  of  the  dis¬ 
placement.  What  they  offer  needs  to  be  in 
scale  to  their  impact.  On  a  practical  level, 
we  want  no  additional  displacement.” 
Granados  is  referring  to  a  handful  of  non¬ 
profits  still  huddled  in  the  Bay  View  Bank 


building,  several  of  which  are  scheduled  to 
leave  by  June  of  2001,  or  be  relocated  to 
the  second  floor. 

In  a  recent  phone  interview,  Beebe 
said  “non-profits  should  be  supported  in 
the  building  -  somehow  below  market 
rates,  and  to  some  degree,  it’s  in  the  hands 
of  the  building’s  owner  the  Cort  family.” 
Although  the  Corts  do  lease  the  building  to 
Bigstep,  it  is  possible  for  Bigstep  to  sublet 
multiple  sections  of  their  floor  space. 

Also  contacted  by  Beebe  was  Renee 
Saucedo  of  Day  Laborers  Program  and  the 
Mission  Anti-Displacement  Committee.  “I 
was  interested  in  meeting  with  him,” 
Saucedo  said,  “but  I  couldn’t’  meet  indi¬ 
vidually,  since  we  are  part  of  a  larger  com¬ 
munity,  we  could  meet  as  a  larger  commu¬ 
nity  group.”  Under  the  conditional  use 
process,  the  building  would  be  the  subject 
of  public  hearings  before  the  planning 
commission.  The  commission  could 
impose  conditions  on  what  BigStep  and 
the  Corts  can  and  cannot  do  with  the  build¬ 
ing  The  Cort  family  is  famous  in  the 
Mission  for  whitewashing  the  four  story 
Lilli-Ann  mural  on  17th  St.;  the  eviction  of 
a  70  year-old  brother  and  sister,  and  a 
refusal  to  comply  with  city  codes  on  a  ren¬ 
ovation  that  would  have  required  them  to 
build  a  day  care  center  in  an  office  build¬ 
ing  they  were  renovating. 

Saucedo  also  stated  that  Beebe  left  her 
a  message,  “saying  he  had  a  plan  to  pro¬ 
vide  space  for  non-profits  and  that  he  was 
going  to  move  forward  with  it.”  Since  the 
time  of  Saucedo  and  Beebe’s  telephone 
exchange,  and  the  recent  phone  interview 
with  Beebe,  no  non-profits  have  openly 
stated  working  with  Bigstep,  nor  has 
Beebe  mentioned  providing  non-profits 
with  space. 

In  his  online  diary  accessible  via 
Bigstep’s  web  site,  Beebe  expresses  con¬ 
cern  about  the  company’s  move  into  the 
Bay  View  Bank  Building:  “We’re  really 
nervous  about  the  move  because  we’re  try¬ 
ing  our  hardest  to  keep  our  culture  intact  as 
we  grow,  and  moving  to  a  bigger  space 
really  complicates  things.”  In  order  to 
counter  act  moving  aaxiety,  Bigstep 
formed  a  team  to  take  employees'  desires 
and  requirements  for  a  new  office  space 
into  consideration:  “Unanimously,”  writes 
Beebe,  “we  wanted  the  company  to  be  in 
one  location.  We  didn’t  want  to  split  up 
people.”  Ironically,  a  result  of  trying  to 
maintain  their  culture,  Bigstep  has  had  the 
exact  opposite  effect  on  the  community  in 
which  they  have  relocated. 

Later  Beebe  writes  about  finding  the 
Bay  View  Bank  Building  and  notes  that 
tire  building  is  owned  by  a  “family-run 
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business.”  The  family-run  business  to 
which  he  refers  is  the  notorious  Cort  fam¬ 
ily.  Beebe  stated  that  since  moving  into  the 
building  he  has  become  “painfully"  aware 
of  the  Corts  reputation,  and  says  he  was 
previously  unaware  of  the  public's  strong 
disdain  for  his  landlords. 

Also  noted  in  the  draries,  was  a  com¬ 
pany  picnic  where  Bigstep  employees 
asked  themselves  to  “visualize  Bigstep’s 
impact  and  position  in  five  years  What 
has  Bigstep  done  for  the  world  by  then? 
Why  are  we  still  working  for  Bigstep? 
Their  response,  “was  a  look  of  shock,  and 
the  comment:  ‘We’re  still  going  to  be 
around  in  five  years?”’  The  employees’ 
reaction  exemplifies  the  dichotomy  of 
those  who  have  lived  in  the  Mission  their 
entire  lives  and  employees  who  are  not 
personally  invested  in  their  job  or  sur¬ 
rounding  community. 

When  asked  where  he  sees  Bigstep  in 
the  Mission  five  years  from  now,  Beebe 
said  “I  hope  we  are  not  just  contributing 
sweat  equity  and  space  to  the  community, 
but  real  percentages  of  our  revenue  as  a 
company,  I  hope  that  every  one  of  our 
employees  is  giving  hours  of  work  to 
community  serving  organization,  and 
we’re  accepted  and  respected.” 

In  consensus  with  MAC,  the  Mission 
Planning  Council,  the  largest  coalition  of 
non-profits  and  organizations  in  the 
Mission,  unanimously  voted  that  the  Bay 
View  Bank  Building  go  through  a  condi¬ 
tional  use  process.  Both  MAC  and  the 
Mission  Planning  Council  have  taken  it 
upon  themselves  to  do  the  work  of  a  plan¬ 
ning  department  they  deem  woefully  inad¬ 
equate  and  negligent  in  applying  the 
appropriate  planning  rules  to  dot-com 
development. 

The  planning  department  investigated 
the  Bay  View  Bank  Building  and  discov¬ 
ered  “enough  evidence  to  suspend  the 
building  permit  and  shortly  after  issue  a 
Notice  of  Violation  to  the  Corts,”  said 
Andrea  Wong,  a  planner  w  ith  the  South 
East  Neighborhood  planning  team. 


While  renovations  on  the  now  dor¬ 
mant  floors  has  temporarily  been  halted, 
some  Mission  residents  are  taking  notice 
that  other  dot-coms  in  the  community  arc 
making  no  effort  to  reach  out,  and  perhaps 
it  doesn't  make  any  economic  sense  to  get 
nd  of  a  dot-com  w  ith  the  ability  to  help  the 
community  Others  who  feel  differently 
have  taken  to  assaulting  the  Bay  View' 
Bank  Building  with  paint  ball  guns.

On  June  17,  the  San  Francisco  Irish  community,  neighbor¬ 
hood  leaders  and  civic  officials  joined  members  of  the 
Residential  Builders  Association  in  honoring  Joe 
O'Donoghue  at  a  1000- person  dinner  dance  at  the  St.  Fran¬ 
cis  Westin  Hotel.  As  is  the  city's  custom  on  such  occasions,  Supervi¬ 
sor  Mabel  Teng  authored  a  Board  of  Supervisors  resolution  proclaim¬ 
ing  June  17  "Joe  O'Donoghue  Day"  in  San  Francisco  in  recognition 
of  his  work  in  saving  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  his  support  for 
causes  helping  seniors  and  children. 

But  the  ordinary  San  Francisco  routine  of  commending  a 
community  leader  became  an  object  of  controversy  when  the  Harvey 
Milk  LesbiarvGay /Bisexual,' Transgender  Democratic  Club  published 
an  open  letter  attacking  Supervisor  Teng  for  her  Proclamation  and 
attacking  O'Donoghue  in  a  slanderous  and  malicious  manner. 

This  rude  departure  from  the  civic  polity  of  San  Francisco  has 
an  ominous  background  --  a  growing  intolerance  of  dissenting  view¬ 
points  by  some  groups  in  the  city  who  would  equate  an  opponent's 
perceived  error  as  grounds  for  the  suppression  of  free  speech.  Left 
wing  reactionaries  can  be  as,  or  more,  fascistic  as  right  wing  reac¬ 
tionaries. 

The  impetus  for  movement  in  this  menacing  direction  has 
come  primarily  from  members  of  the  Harvey  Milk  Club  who  have 
backed  a  national  campaign  to  suppress  the  viewpoints  of  radio  talk 
show  therapist  Dr.  Laura  Schlessinger  by  keeping  her  from  starting  a 
television  show.  While  few  people  in  San  Francisco  would  agree 
with  Dr.  Laura's  viewpoints  on  morality,  let  alone  her  disparaging  of 
the  gay  lifestyle,  it  is  one  thing  to  disagree  with  her  opinions  and 
another  thing  altogether  to  deny  her  the  right  to  express  them.  As  the 
Providence  Journal  of  Rhode  Island  commented  in  a  recent  editorial  . 
"Gays  and  lesbians  are  winning  the  case  on  the  merits  for  equal 
rights,  tolerance  and  understanding.  Creating  an  atmosphere  of  intol¬ 
erance  toward  those  who  disagree  will  serve  all  minorities  poorly  in 
the  long  run." 

In  his  open  letter  to  Supervisor  Teng,  the  president  of  the 
Milk  Club,  Phillip  S.  Babcock,  called  O'Donoghue  both  "misogynis- 
tic  and  homophobic."  This  reckless  assertion  is  absurd  on  the  face  of 
it  and  inherently  self-contradictory  (how  in  heaven  s  name  in  a  com¬ 
munity  like  San  Franciscan  could  a  well  known  civic  leader  like 
O'Donoghue  be  "homophobic"  as  Babcock  claims  and  at  the  same 
time  "misogynistic"?).  This  is  an  absolutely  false,  slanderous  and 
libelous  statement  made  without  a  scintilla  of  evidence. 

All  evidence  is  in  fact  in  the  opposite  direction.  Babcock's 
malicious  statement  ignores  the  history  of  change  in  the  Irish 
community  in  San  Francisco  which  was  brought  about  in 
large  part  by  O'Donoghue's  leadership  of  the  Residential  Builders 
Association  (RBA).  Under  O'Donoghue,  the  RBA  expanded  from  its 
original  largely-Irish  membership  base  to  include  people  of  all  colors 
and  nationalities  and  outreached  and  built  bridges  to  all  communities 
in  the  city  including  the  gay  community.  O'Donoghue  is  a  well 
known  leader  in  the  Irish  American  fight  for  civil  rights  in  Northern 
Ireland  and  has  fought  for  the  civil  and  constitutional  rights  of  Afro 
Americans,  Asian  Americans  --  and  of  gays.  Joe  O'Donoghue  was 
chairman  of  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parade  in  the  early  1990s  and 
became  the  first  parade  chairman  to  allow  a  gay  unit  to  march  in  the 
parade.  O'Donoghue  was  so  appalled  by  the  New  York  St.  Patrick's 
Day  Parade  exclusion  of  gays  that  he  allowed  a  gay  unit,  which  had 
applied  after  the  deadline,  to  parade  without  a  permit  because  he 
wanted  to  make  clear  the  differences  in  the  attitude,  of  San  Francisco 
Irish  towards  gays  from  that  of  the  New  York  parade  committee. 

And  this  is  the  man  that  the  president  of  the  Harvey  Milk 
Club  so  cavalierly  calls  homophobic. 

O'Donoghue  has  been  commended  by  the  Irish  feminist  and 
civil  rights  leader  Bemedette  Devlin  McAliskey  for  his  insistence  on 


equal  rights  for  women  in  Ireland.  When  O'Donoghue  was  working 
as  an  SEIU  organizer  in  a  previous  decade,  veteran  SEIU  leader 
Maxine  Jenkins  praised  O'Donoghue  backing  of  women  for  leader¬ 
ship  positions  in  the  union,  and  O'Donoghue  took  a  prominent  role  in 
changing  the  cultural  attitudes  of  some  union  members  towards  peo¬ 
ple  of  transgender. 

Working  as  an  SEIU  organizer  in  a  previous  decade, 
O'Donoghue  took  a  leadership  role  in  changing  the  negative  cultural 
attitudes  of  some  union  members  towards  people  of  transgender. 
And  this  is  the  man  the  Harvey  Milk  Club  considers  misogynistic. 

/ntolerance  of  any  stripe  is  not  tolerated  in  the  RBA. 
O'Donoghue  kicked  a  member  out  of  the  organization  for  mak¬ 
ing  a  derogatory  comment  about  gays  during  a  civic  meeting. 
O'Donoghue  has  been  vilified  as  "homophobic"  by  some  Milk  Club 
members  not  because  of  his  deeds  —  which  have  been  anything  but 
anti-gay  —  but  because  of  his  political  opposition  to  some  of  the 
methods  and  policies  of  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano.  the  Milk  Club's 
Man  on  A  White  Horse.  O'Donoghue  has  unfavorably  contrasted 
Ammiano  to  Harvey  Milk,  a  gay  leader  who  built  bridges  to  other 
communities  and  promoted  full  public  discussion  and  understanding 
of  the  other  side's  point  of  view  as  a  way  for  the  city  to  come  togeth¬ 
er  and  reach  a  consensus  about  policy. 

O'Donoghue  has  criticized  Ammiano  as  a  politician  who 
destroys  bridges  rather  than  building  them,  with  the  consequence  of 
endangering  some  of  the  good  will  created  by  Harvey  Milk's  policies 
of  open  communication  between  the  gay  community  and  others 

When  Ammiano  became  president  of  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors,  O'Donoghue  crossed  swords  with  him  over  the  new  president's 
propensity  to  shortcut  parliamentary  procedure  and  ramrod  matters 
of  public  policy  through  the  Board  without  scheduling  committee 
hearings  allowing  for  full  public  input  and  comment. 

This  maneuver  severely  limited  public  comment.  It  was  pre¬ 
viously  used  by  Ammiano  in  a  resolution  on  live-work  units,  was 
utilized  to  rush  through  the  Board  the  closing  of  Castro  Street  on 
Easter  Sunday  for  a  celebration  by  the  faux-nuns,  the  Sisters  of  Per¬ 
petual  Indulgence,  the  morning  that  the  city's  Catholics  were  observ¬ 
ing  their  highest  holy  day. 

San  Franciscans  were  of  differing  opinions  as  to  what  should 
happen  on  that  Easter  Sunday,  as  the  volume  of  Letters  to  The  Editor 
in  the  newspapers  attested.  Joe  O'Donoghue  did  not  oppose  the  right 
of  the  gay  Sisters  to  party,  but  he  opposed  the  process  which  did  not 
allow  public  input  to  the  Board  by  Catholics  whose  religious  sensi¬ 
bilities  were  offended  by  the  timing  of  the  event  When  Supervisors 
Alicia  Beceril  and  Amos  Brown  asked  Ammiano  for  Ammiano  to 
allow  a  hearing  on  the  issue  to'allow  full  public  discussion,  Ammi¬ 
ano  ducked  holding  a  timely  hearing,  a  decision  that  only  fueled  the 
controversy  between  the  two  communities. 

O’Donoghue  then  called  Ammiano  a  mugwump  and  said  he 
would  oppose  his  bid  for  mayor  and  O'Donoghue  became  the  target 
of  a  vilification  campaign  by  the  Harvey  Milk  Club, 
he  political  tactics  of  refusing  to  hear  dissent  and  demonizing  the 
opposition  have  unpleasant  roots  in  American  history.  One  manifes¬ 
tation  was  McCarthy  ism. 

rhe  Milk  Club's  tactics  of  slander  against  O'Donoghue  is  an 
importune  precedent  for  exercising  gender  politics  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  in  a  manner  that  pollutes  the  stream  of  civic  discourse. 
The  direct  opposite  of  the  Milk  Club's  philosophy  is  the  famous  dic¬ 
tum  attributed  to  the  philosopher  Voltaire:  I  disagree  with  what  you 
say,  but  I  will  defend  to  the  death  your  right  to  say  it.  ”  San  Francis¬ 
can  should  be  aware  of  what  is  happening,  and  choose  which  side 
they  are  on.

Welcome  to  District  9

District  elections  are  just  around  the 
comer.  Do  you  know  where  your 
district  is? 

The  idea  of  electing  supervisors  by 
district  was  to  give  local  communities  a 
more  direct  voice  in  city  government. 
District  9  includes  most,  but  not  all  of 
what  is  usually  considered  the  Mission 
plus  Bernal  Heights,  which  is  sometimes 
considered  the  Mission,  and  whole  swath 
of  tenitoiy  between  Cesar  Chavez  Street 
and  Ocean  Avenue.  The  most  brutal  bit  of 
gerrymandering  takes  place  on  the  north¬ 
ern  boundary  along  17th  Street  which  cuts 
off  the  16th  Street  commercial  strip  and 
Mission  Dolores  itself  and  puts  these  areas 
in  District  6  that  includes  South  of  Market, 
Downtown  and  tire  Tenderloin. 

So  District  9  is,  like  most  things  polit¬ 
ical,  arbitraiy  and  illogical.  District  9  does 
have  certain  defining  characteristics  that 
the  public  relations  and  public  affairs  firm 
of  Solem  and  Associates  and  the  Chinese 
American  Voter  Education  Committee 
compiled  in  a  report  on  the  city’s  eleven 
districts  released  last  month.  Ethnic  data 
was  culled  from  a  surname  analysis  of  the 
records  of  the  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Elections  and  for  this  reason  does  not 
include  information  on  African 
Americans,  or  Filipinos  or  people  of 
mixed  heritage.  Despite  this  major  failing, 
the  report  does  provide  some  important 
information  about  the  district. 

The  only  real  surprise  is  the  fact  that 
District  9  is  ranked  second  in  the  number 
of  Hispanic  American  voters  (Solem  et  al’s 
terminology).  The  strip  of  the  traditional 
Mission  snipped  off  west  of  Guerrero  and 
north  of  17th  were  never  predominately 
Latino  precincts,  while  the  addition  of  the 
Outer  Mission  precincts  includes  a  number 
of  Latino' voters.  Nonetheless,  District  11, 
including  the  Excelsior,  Crocker-Amazon 
and  parts  of  the  Outer  Mission  has  about 
400  more  Latino  voters.  The  Latino  elec¬ 
torate,  according  to  the  report,  makes  up 


only  25%  of  the  District  9  vote.  This  may 
be  an  early  demographic  indication  of  the 

Latino  displacement  due  to  the  recent 
wave  of  evictions  and  skyrocketing  rents. 

District  9  ranks  near  the  bottom  in  the 
number  of  Chinese  voters  despite  a  strong 
Chinese  presence  in  the  area’s  commercial 
sector.  Despite  various  voter  registration 
campaigns,  which  have  been  waged  over 
the  years,  especially  those  targeting  minor¬ 
ity  communities  within  the  District  9 
boundaries,  we  are  dead  last  in  the  total 
number  of  voters.  District  9  also  ranks 
close  to  the  youngest  in  average  voter  age 
(44)  and  within  the  district  itself  those 
between  25  and  34  constitute  the  largest 
age  group  by  far. 

The  report  also  looked  at  district  vot¬ 
ing  records  on  key  ballot  measures  in  pre¬ 
vious  elections  to  dev  elop  a  liberal/conser¬ 
vative  rating  based  on  a  scale  of  1  (most 
conservative)  to  11  (most  liberal)  for  each 
district  on  fiscal,  environmental  and  social 
issues.  District  9  voters  proved  to  be  the 
most  free-spending  of  any  of  the  districts, 
earning  a  rating  of  11  on  fiscal  matters, 
and  were  more  likely  to  approve  environ¬ 
mental  protections  than  any  other  district 
except  District  5,  which  includes  the 
Haight  On  social  issues  District  9  was  not 
quite  as  liberal  as  the  very  PC  District  5 
and  District  8,  which  includes  the  Castro. 

Over  all  District  9  is  made  up  of 
young  progressive,  environmentally  and 
socially  conscious  voters  not  adverse  to 
public  spending,  but  the  district  also  has  a 
lot  of  people  who  don't  vote

Over  75,000  low  income  and  home¬ 
less  San  Franciscans  have  reaped 
the  rewards  of  one  of  the 
Mission’s  foremost  job  training  experts, 
and  on  August  18th  Arriba  Juntos  cele¬ 
brates  its  35th  anniversary. 

Comedians  Marga  Gomez  and 
Culture  Clash  join  forces  w  ith  comedian 
Bill  Santiago  and  the  unique  Onquesta  La 
Modema  Tradicion  at  the  San  Francisco 
War  Memorial  Heibst  Theater.  The  come¬ 
dy  show  starts  at  7 :00  PM  at  40 1  Van  Ness 
Avenue  in  San  Francisco,  followed  by  a 
dance  with  music  by  Onquesta  in  the  Green 
Room. 

The  anniversary'  event  promises  a 
hilarious  and  eloquent  expression  of  the 
Mission  community’s  cultural  traditions 
and  explosive  political  climate. 

LONG  HISTORY  OF  SERVICE 

Arriba  Juntos  (AJ)  opened  its  doors  in 
1965  as  part  of  the  War  on  Poverty' 
Program.  Still  due  to  the  original  mission, 
AJ  provides  low-income  San  Francisco 
residents  with  up-to-date  comprehensive 
training,  placement  assistance  and  support 
services.  The  goal  is  to  help  individuals 
and  their  families  achieve  self-sufficiency 
through  employment. 

Although  the  corporate  climate  has 
changed,  AJ  is  still  rattling  the  doors  of 
white-collar  America  to  make  sure  the 
community  has  access  to  a  burgeoning 
workplace.  In  the  19 70 ’s.  Mission  resi¬ 
dents  were  locked  out  of  corporate 
America  and  AJ  set  out  to  change  the  per¬ 
ception  that  Latinos  were  under-qualified 
for  employment  in  the  downtown  financial 
district. 

Working  with  giants  like  Chevron, 
Pacific  Bell  and  Safeway  to  secure  jobs, 
AJ  identified  the  skills  that  clients  needed 
to  learn  and  brought  in  technology  and 
teachers  to  fill  in  the  gaps.  Using  ESL 
courses  and  ty  pewriters,  AJ  staff  taught 
their  clients  valuable  workplace  skills  and 
placed  them  in  previously  unobtainable 
positions. 


agency'  that  is  taking  advantage  of  new 
opportunities  for  Mission  residents. 

Aviles  has  been  associated  with  the 
agency'  for  over  20  years  and  has  worked 
for  his  beloved  neighborhood  through  the 
Mission  Hiring  Hall,  Mission  Language 
Vocational  Center  and  Mission  Childcare 
Consortium.  He  joined  AJ  in  December  of 
1999  out  of  a  deep  commitment  to  the 
agency'  and  missioa 

“There  is  a  need  for  everyone  to  sit 
down  and  discuss  the  situation,”  says 
Aviles,  “this  is  our  community'  and  the  way 
things  need  to  be  done  might  not  be  the 
way  we  think  they  need  to  be  done.”  He 
continues,  “It  is  a  very  difficult  situation, 
there  are  high  rents  and  evictions  happen¬ 
ing  through  the  Bay  Area,  we  need  to  have 
an  open  dialogue.” 

David  Bracker  is  celebrating  four 
years  as  AJ’s  Executive  Director.  He  is 
also  troubled  by  the  way  that  AJ  has  been 
portrayed.  “Not  having  a  good  job  is  relat¬ 
ed  to  a  lot  of  social  ills  occurring  in  the 
streets,”  according  to  Bracker,  “new  indus¬ 
tries  moving  into  the  Mission  want  people 
of  color,  our  people,  and  we  are  creating 
jobs  for  our  community.” 

As  an  example,  Bracker  recently 
received  a  $35  donation  from  a  former 
client  they  trained  and  placed  at 
MacroMedia.

The  mission  of 
Arriba  Juntos  is  to  put  people  to  work,  and 
they'  have  a  successful  track  record. 

PROGRAMMING  FOR  TOMORROW 

Arriba  Juntos  is  striving  to  create  a  digital 
future  for  the  Mission  District  community 
by  providing  computer  skills  training  and 
support  services  in  various  business  soft¬ 
ware  applications.  The  Automatic  Office 
Skills  Training  (AOST)  certification  pro¬ 
gram  requires  400  hours  of  classroom  and 
computer  lab  time.

Both  Aviles  and  Bracker  state  with 
conviction,  that  for  35  years  the  mission  of 
Arriba  Juntos  has  been  to  put  people  to 
work  and  decrease  unemployment  that  dis¬ 
proportionately  impacts  the  Mission 
District.

Rent  Control  in  a  Free  Market

"Rent  Control  in  a  free  market " 


Advocates  for  the  destruction  of  rent 
controls  are  still  chipping  away  at 
current  statutes  and  tenant  groups 
continue  working  just  as  hard  to  stop  them. 
Beyond  the  outcries,  there  are  larger  ques¬ 
tions  that  involve  the  basic  concerns  that 
make  both  economics  and  city  life  possi¬ 
ble.  San  Franciscans  need  to  confront 
these  questions. 

This  city  can’t  survive  unless  we’re 
able  to  maintain  the  diversity  of  our  resi¬ 
dent  population.  Nor  can  we  survive  if  we 
have  to  import  the  poor  to  do  the  low  wage 
jobs  that  must  be  done.  That  means  there 
have  to  be  places  here  for  all  income 
groups  to  affordably  live. 

Rental  residential  property  was  never 
meant  to  be  a  cash  register  that  victimized 
the  less  than  wealthy.  Owners  maintained 
the  property  and  tenants  paid  the  rent.  The 
long-term  profits  were  obtained  when  the 
building  was  sold.  Of  course  that  was 
before  greed  became  a  religion,  and  before 
money  came  to  represent  the  ‘only  thing  of 
consequence’. 

Some  owners  even  want  to  make  the 
tenants  responsible  for  routine  mainte¬ 
nance.  So  the  burdens  of  maintaining  the 
investment  are  shifted,  along  with  the 
costs  and  only  the  profits  will  stay  with  the 
owners. 

Most  of  us  simply  can’t  afford  the 


artificial  costs  of  rent  in  San  Francisco. 
Renter’s  choices  are  limited  but  it’s  clear 
that  if  rent  control  is  done  away  with  or 
even  weakened,  most  of  us  will  probably 
have  to  leave  the  city. 

San  Francisco  has  portrayed  itself  as 
“the  city  that  knows  how.”  But  if  you  look 
back  to  the  Greek  city-states,  you’ll  find 
the  concept  of  Polis.  This  was  an  ideal 
form  of  city  life.  Citizens  then  had  to  par¬ 
ticipate  or  be  evicted  from  their  cities. 
Then  individuality  could  only  exist  as  part 
of  civic  participation  and  the  health  and 
well  being  of  the  city,  and  its  citizens, 
came  first.  By  that  standard  San  Francisco 
certainly  can  make  no  ‘world-class’  claim 
to  fame  today. 

We  here  have  many  resources,  not 
least  among  them  the  diversity  of  our  peo¬ 
ple.  Why  not  bring  the  best  and  brightest 
on  all  sides  together  and  resolve  this  prob¬ 
lem.  That  was  what  Polis  meant.  We  can’t 
go  back,  but  maybe  we  could  eliminate 
some  of  the  ugliness  that  is  current  today. 

San  Francisco  may  no  longer  “know 
how”  but  lately  it’s  clear  that  this  city  of 
Saint  Francis  has  discovered  how:  to  dis¬ 
enfranchise  the  poor,  rape  the  middle  class 
and  coddle  the  rich,  expansively.  Certainly 
this  is  a  great  legacy  for  any  city  in  the 
“me-first  and  only”  era.

16th  St.  BART  Plaza  plans  unveiled 


Neighborhood  residents,  BART,  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission,  MUNI,  city  agencies 
and  various  nonprofit  organizations  are 
done  talking  and  moving  towards  the  con¬ 
struction  phase  which  will  transform  the 
dreaded  southwest  comer  of  16th  and 
Missioa  Public  meetings,  which  began  in 
1997,  are  at  last  over  and  the  design  for  the 
new  plaza  is  finished.  The  final  plan  is 
scaled  down  somewhat  from  one  unveiled 
in  May  and  universally  panned  by  Mission 
residents  who  found  it  to  be  elaborate  and 
carnival-like. 

The  new  design,  seen  on  this  page, 
includes  many  of  the  elements  community 
members  asked  for  that  will  make  the 
plaza  an  attractive  place  that  anyone  could 
enjoy.  In  the  remodeled  plaza  commuters 
exiting  BART,  instead  of  the  current  visu¬ 
al  assault  of  prison  bars  and  concrete  - 
w  hich  make  for  a  very  disagreeable  first 
impression  of  the  neighborhood  -  will  be 
looking  at  rotating  exhibitions  of  the  w  ork 
of  local  artists  that  are  to  be  overseen  by 
w  ell  know  n  art  curator  Rene  Yanez. 

Space  around  the  southern  and  w  est¬ 
ern  edges  of  the  plaza  will  be  av  ailable  for 
venders  and  exhibitors  and  will  have  water 
and  electrical  out  lets.  Removable  tables 
and  chairs  will  be  part  of  the  new  plaza 
look.  An  on-site  locker  will  allow  for  their 
storage  at  night.  Permanent  concrete  tiered 
seating  (along  the  wall  of  the  entry  way) 
w  ill  face  an  open  area  of  the  plaza  that  can 
be  used  by  bands,  theater  groups  and  local 
rabble-rousers. 
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The  location  of  the  much-despised 
Decaux  toilet  proved  to  be  the  most  prob¬ 
lematic  issue  at  the  public  meetings. 
There's  really  no  ideal  place  to  put  it  but 
every  one  agreed  it  was  necessary  .  In  the 

new  plan  it’s  situated  on  Mission  near  one 
of  the  bus  shelters,  where  at  least  it  won’t 
create  the  pedestrian  choke-point  it  does  in 
it’s  current  location  by  the  Wells  Fargo 
Bank. 


One  the  over  riding  considerations  of 
the  new  design  is  that  the  plaza  be  open 
and  visible.  Getting  rid  of  some  of  the  dark 
and  creepy  nooks  will  be  achieved  by 
reducing  the  size  of  the  enormous  round 
entry  way,  called  “the  aperture”  by  design¬ 
ers,  but  popularly  known  as  the  “toilet 
bowl.”

An  important  part  of  making  the  new 
plaza  people  friendly,  as  opposed  to  just  a 
dope  dealer  friendly  plaza,  will  be  a 
Community  Advisory  Committee  com¬ 
posed  of  a  cross  section  of  those  groups 
that  have  expressed  an  interest  in  the 
plaza.  The  current  make  up  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  is  as  follows  David  Delgado,  resi¬ 
dent/homeless  advocate,  Sylvie  LeMer, 
merchant,  Fernando 

Marti,  urban  design  advocate,  Ethel 
Newlin  pedestrian/bicycle  advocate,  Luis 
Prado  resident,  Paul  Svedersky,  commuter, 
Amy  Taub  disabled  advocate/artist,  Sandra 
Vivanco  urban  design  advocate  and 
Charron  Wright,  Mission  youth.  One  posi¬ 
tion,  reserved  for  a  local  merchant,  has  yet 
to  be  filled. 


The  $2  million  construction  project  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  April  2001  and  be 
completed  by  January  2002.  Grant  propos¬ 
als  for  a  redesign  of  16th  and  Mission’s 
other  pug  ugly  plaza  will  be  reviewed  by 
the  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission  in  a  few  months.

Thrift  Town:  the  Mission’s  golden 
oldie  department  store

Thrift  Town  is  more  than  just  an 
emporium  of  the  previously  owned 
it  is  a  quintessential  Mission  experi¬ 
ence.  The  clientele  -  hip-hoppers,  seniors, 
working,  class  middle  class,  no  class  and 
the  full  tilt  boogie  spectrum  of  nationali¬ 
ties  and  ethnicities  -  reflect  the  Mission’s 
peacefully  co-existing  diversity  of  cultures 
pursing  a  national  pastime  second  only  to 
baseball:  bargain  hunting.  Located  at  17th 
and  Mission,  Thrift  Town’s  “17  Reasons” 
sign  is  a  familiar  neighborhood  landmark. 
Beforefalling  victim  to  the  fierce  wind 
storms  of  ‘98,  the  sign  read  “17  Reasons 
Why”,  a  reference  to  the  seventeen  rooms 
of  home  furnishings  offered  by  the  build¬ 
ings  former  occupant  Redlick’s  Furniture 
and  obviously  to  1 7th  Street.  The  four-foot 
metal  letters  of  the  WHY  are  still  up  on  the 
roof,  awaiting  some  grassroots  restoration 
enthusiasm. 

It  is  reassuring  that  4,000  new  items 
will  be  arriving  at  Thrift  Town  daily,  even 
if  it  serves  only  to  flesh  out  the  accou¬ 
trements  of  one’s  genteel  poverty.  That 
there  is  a  stream  of  items  surging  forward 
at  such  a  pace  means  the  possibility  of  hid¬ 
den  treasure  is  ever-present 

Of  course,  Thrift  Tow  n  and  places  like 
it  have  spawned  wolf  packs  of  bargain 
hunting  professionals,  the  dread  resellers. 
And  you  can  be  sure  that  any  item  grabbed 
up  by  these  despoilers  of  the  aisles  and 
hauled  off  to  some  Valencia  Street  antigue- 
ish  establishment  will  suffer  an  astronomi¬ 
cal  rise  in  sales  price  at  the  end  of  its  one 
block  journey.  But  4,000  items  a  day  is  a 
humongus  amount,  so  there’s  always 
going  to  be  plenty  around  for  the  rest  of  us. 

Besides  it’s  all  for  a  good  cause,  two 
of  them  actually:  the  Arc  of  San  Francisco 
which  offers  a  wide  variety  of  serv  ices  to 
the  disabled  and  Marin  Aid  to  Retarded 
Children  (MARC,  which  also  serves 
adults).  These  non-profits  benefit  from 
Thrift  Tow  n  sales.  It  works  like  this:  one  or 
both  of  the  two  charities  makes  calls  for 
donations.  The  donations  are  picked  ujj 
and  unloaded  unto  carts  at  the  store.  Thrift 
Town,  through  its  parent  organization 
Norquist  Salvage  Corporation  buys  all  the 
merchandise  at  a  per  cart  price  that  is  re¬ 
negotiated  twice  a  year.  A  percentage  of 
the  retail  sales  of  the  merchandise  also 
goes  to  the  nonprofits.  It’s  a  good  system, 
one  that  returns  62%  of  all  profits  to  ARC 
and  MARC.  Thrift  Town  also  accepts 
drop-in  donations  from  individuals  so  if 
the  hall  closet  or  garage  is  full  of  mystery 
merchandise,  here’s  a  socially  responsible 
way  to  redistribute  it. 


Although  Thrift  Town  seems  to  be  a 
purely  local  phenomenon,  it’s  actually  the 
second  of  17  such  operations  in  the 
Western  United  States.  Since  the  first  store 
opened  in  San  Leandro  in  1972,  over  $43 
million  dollars  have  been  raised  for  non¬ 
profit  organizations  participating  in  the 
Thrift  Town(s)  operation.  So  feel  free  to 
indulge  yourself  in  an  addition  to  your 
made-in-Japan  German  beer  mug  collec¬ 
tion  or  that  lovely  faux  stuffed  elephant, 
your  frivolity  will  make  the  world  a  better 
place. 

Thrift  Town’s  current  manager  is 
Mission  resident  Deborah  Miller,  a  single 
mother  with  three  sons,  who  has  worked  at 
the  store  for  twenty -five  years.  "They’ve 
been  really  great  to  me  here,  very  support¬ 
ive,”  Miller  said.  Working  her  way  up 
leisurely  to  manager.  Miller  knows  all 
aspects  of  the  business,  from  giving  dis¬ 
abled  shoppers  special  assistance  to  spot¬ 
ting  shoplifters  wearing  five  sweaters  and 
three  pairs  of  pants.  Miller’s  many  frierxis 
in  the  neighborhood  would  like  to  declare 
her  ‘The  18th  Reason  Why’  but  that  might 
mean  changing  the  sign  and  moving  the 
store  to  18th  Street.  She  will  have  to  be 
satisfied  with  our  continuing  appreciation 
and  the  snazzy'  silver  set  she  got  on  her 
25th  anniversary  from  her  employer. 

But  does  Thrift  Tow  n  live  up  to  its 
claim  to  being  “the  greatest  thrift  store  in 
the  world”?  There  is  some  anecdotal  evi¬ 
dence  that  says  yes.  A  acquaintance  of  this 
writer  once  related  how  she  had  planned 
the  usual  Golden  Gate  Park,  Cliff  House, 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  etc.  tour  for  some 
friends  visiting  from  the  Philippines.  The 
itinerary  had  to  be  shortened  by  half  a  day . 
“I  just  couldn’t  get  them  out  of  Thrift 
Town,”  she  said. 

Many  of  us  who  have  lived  in  the 
Mission  for  a  while  can  see  a  deconstruct¬ 
ed  version  of  Thrift  Tow  n’s  aisles  in  our 
recy  cled  living  situations  where  furniture, 
appliances,  books,  bedding  and  art  all  once 
bore  the  TT  sales  tags.  It’s  hard  to  kick  the 
THrift  Town  habit.  On  line  shopping  at 
Amazon.com  is  just  never  going  to  rival 
the  idle  pleasure  of  book  brow  sing  on  the 
mezzanine  and  bay  can  never  compete 
with  a  Hawaiian  shirt  hunt  along  the  newly 
arrived  clothes  rack.  Some  things  don’t 
change,  or  need  to.

Whenever  my  parents  or  other 
friends  of  the  WWII  generation 
visit  me.  where  to  go  for  dinner 
becomes  The  Big  Question.  After  running 
through  the  extensive  list  of  ethnic-twist- 
fusion-combo-inspired  options  here  in  the 
Mission,  they  always  opt  for  American. 
(My  Dad's  from  NYC.  Mom  s  from  DC, 
they  travel  a  lot.  and  I  always  hope  for 
something  a  little  more  daring.) 
"American"  food  usually  leads  us  to 
(gasp!)  a  chain  or  mini-chain  restaurant 
featuring  lots  of  beef,  corned  or  otherwise. 

But  now,  bring  on  the  seekers  of 
American  food :  BLUE  PLATE  has  arrived, 
tucked  in  between  the  Chinese,  the 
Mexican,  the  Thai,  the  El  Salvadoran  and 
the  rest  of  the  Mission  Street  melange. 

Coiy  Obenour  is  a  young,  native  San 
Franciscan,  and  a  surprisingly  nuanced 
chef  who’s  been  cooking  professionally 
around  San  Francisco  for  five  years.  His 
partners  include  lan  Wolff,  who’s  cooked 
in  restaurants  from  New  Orleans  to 
Seattle,  Jeff  Trenam.  and  Brian  Lewis. 
They  take  turns  enthusiastically  greeting 
guests  at  the  door  or  working  the  front 
room  open-view  grill. 


If  you  like  to  be  near  the  action,  there 
arc  several  booths  and  a  counter  up  front 
otherwise  there’s  a  medium-sized  dining 
room  in  the  back.  A  heated  porch  over¬ 
looking  a  nicely  landscaped  garden  also 
feature  tables.  The  menu  offers  a  spectac¬ 
ular  blend  of  comfort  food  standards,  as 
w  ell  as  some  new  and  courageous  combi¬ 
nation  dishes  The  decor  is  something 
betw  een  fifties  nostalgia  and  New  Mission 
grunge.  The  staff  is  smart,  quick,  careful, 
and  clever,  it’s  obvious  that  everybody’s 
having  a  great  time  at  this  new  destination 
restaurant. 

For  tire  comfort  category,  there’s  meat 
loaf  w  ith  mashed  potatoes  and  garlic  green 
beans.  The  meat  loafs  are  baked  individu¬ 
ally,  enhancing  the  crispy  outside  and 
juicy  inside  factors.  The  mashed  potatoes 
and  garlicky  green  beans  are  state  of  the 
art  -  you  do  know  there  is  an  art  (as  well  as 
a  science)  to  mashed  potatoes,  right? 
There’s  always  a  vegetarian  entree;  on  a 
recent  visit  it  was  Scarlet  Runners  (yes,  we 
had  to  ask,  too:  it’s  a  large  red  bean)  with 
wild  rice,  grilled  plum-sage  combread, 
greens  (kale,  often)  and  sunburst  squash. 
What’s  not  to  like?  The  entree  selections 
are  rounded  out  with  a  fish,  a  fowl,  and  a 
red  meat  plate,  all  of  which  are  carefully 
composed.

Fluoride  -  how  much  do  we  need 


For  many  years  now,  fluoride  has 
been  known  to  help  prevent  tooth 
decay.  It  has  been  put  into  much  of 
the  water  supply  and  is  found  in  most 
toothpaste.  However,  a  larger  question 
looms  as  to  the  amount  of  fluoride  that 
should  be  ingested.  Most  toothpaste  actu¬ 
ally  warns  people  to  only  use  a  small 
amount 

For  example,  Colgate  toothpaste 
packaging  reads:  “Children  2-  6  years:  Use 
only  a  pea  sized  amount  and  supervise 
child’s  brushing  and  rinsing  (to  minimize 
swallowing).  Warning:  Keep  out  of  reach 
of  children  under  6  years  of  age  in  case  of 
accidental  ingestion.  In  case  of  accidental 
ingestion,  seek  professional  assistance  or 
contact  a  Poison  Control  Center  immedi¬ 
ately.”  Remember  that  this  is  toothpaste 
we  are  talking  about. 

What  is  now  being  discovered  is  that 
fluoride  is  causing  dull  white  splotches  on 
people’s  teeth,  called  fluorosis  that,  once 
there,  cannot  be  removed.  As  fluoride  is 
added  to  the  water  supply,  all  products 
made  with  the  water  will  have  fluoride  in 
it,  like  fmit  juices.  Therefore,  it  is  likely 
that  many  people  are  ingesting  more  fluo¬ 
ride  than  they  need  to  and  that  for  some 


people  this  may  lead  to  serious  conse¬ 
quences. 

Fluoride  is  known  to  be  very  toxic, 
even  in  relatively  small  amounts  and  has 
been  shown  to  be  a  cause  of  cancer  and 
bone,  kidney  and  neurological  diseases. 
Fluoride  is  an  accumulative  poisoa  It 
builds  up  in  the  body  and  does  not  just  go 
away.  So  people  with  kidney  and  bladder 
problems  may  not  excrete  it  properly  and 
may  have  greater  problems. 

The  concern  of  fluoridation  of  the 
water  supply  has  raised  many  objections 

over  the  years,  both  in  the  US  and  in 
Europe.  Some  countries  have  decided  not 
to  fluoridate  the  water,  citing  it  as  a  health 
hazard.  Other  countries  have  adopted  it 
much  more  widely. 

Considering  that  their  are  so  many 
factors  that  influence  our  health  today,  and 
that  each  person  reacts  to  the  effects  of  flu¬ 
oride  indiv  idually,  it  is  difficult  to  know 
how  damaging  the  use  of  fluoride  is.  But 
the  fact  that  more  and  more  people  are 
showing  adverse  signs  of  fluoridation  on 
their  teeth  indicates  that  it  should  be 
looked  into  more  closely.

Festa  Brazil 


Festa  Brazil,  part  of  the  Stem  Grove 
Summer  concert  series,  features  two 
of  Brazil’s  most  intriguing  contem¬ 
porary  artists,  Chico  Cesar  and  Rita 
Ribeiro,  on  Sunday,  August  13  at  12:00 
noon.  Free!  Chico  Cesar  captured  the 
attention  of  the  Brazilian  public  with  his 
surprising  self-titled  live  album  in  ’95.  A 
striking  figure,  whose  short  frame  is 
swathed  with  outrageous  avant-garde  gear 
that  looks  at  once  futurist  and  primitive, 
Cesar  sings  with  a  natural  pitch  and  a  rich 
tone.  From  northeastern  Brazil,  the  land  of 
accordion-driven  forro  music,  Cesar  now 
lives  in  Sao  Paolo  where  his  musical 
melange  mixes  Afro-Brazilian  music, 
Funk,  Afro-Pop,  Samba-Reggae,  Zouk, 
Rap  and  more. 

He  began  writing  songs  at  the  age  of 
12  and  has  developed  into  a  sophisticated 
lyricist  and  arranger.  Great  horns,  nice  gui¬ 
tar  work,  strong,  diverse  drumming  and 
percussion,  funky  bass  lines,  and  even 
chamber  string  elements  are  all  part  of  his 
musical  palette. 

Cesar  has  a  CD  compilation  released 
here  in  the  US  on  the  Putumayo  record 
label,  simply  titled  Chico  Cesar.  This  col¬ 
lection  is  drawn  from  his  three  Brazilian 
releases  and  is  an  excellent  overview  of  his 
work.  His  quirky  manner  is  easily  matched 
by  his  unusual  lyrics,  which  range  from 
social  commentary  to  utter  nonsense.  But, 
more  than  anything  else,  it's  his  sense  of 
theater  that  lias  made  him  a  star  in  Brazil. 
In  addition  to  the  performance  at  Stem 
Grove  he  will  be  performing  for  free  at 
5:30pm,  August  8  at  the  Community 
Music  Center,  544  Capp  Street;  for  more 
information  call  647-6015. 

As  well  as  singing  with  Chico  Cesar, 


Rita  Ribeiro  has  recently  released  her  own 
CD  entitled  Perolas  A  os  Povos  (Pearls  to 
the  People),  also  on  the  Putumay  o  record 
label.  Also  from  the  Northeast  of  Brazil, 
she  grew  up  on  an  island,  Sao  Luis,  where 
indigenous,  European,  and  African  cul¬ 
tures  came  together  in  a  unique  blend 

Her  smooth,  commanding  voice  leads 
the  way  through  a  neo-traditional 
Brazilian  landscape.  Guitars  and  Brazilian 
percussion  form  the  bass  for  floating  clar¬ 
inets,  punchy  horns,  and  gentle  string 
arrangements.  Supremely  melodic  songs 
are  rooted  in  a  tight,  precise  rhythm  sec¬ 
tion.  Produced  by  Marco  Mazzola, 
referred  to  as  the  “Brazilian  Quincy 
Jones,”  this  album  holds  surprises  at  every 
break  and  change.  If  she  is  half  as  good 
live  as  she  is  on  this  recording,  her  Stem 
Grove  performance  could  cause  sponta¬ 
neous  collective  ecstasy. 

Also  of  note  is  a  new  African  collec¬ 
tion  entitled  In  Griot  Time:  String  Music 
from  Mali.  This  CD  arose  out  of  American 
Musician/Guitarist  Banning  Eyre’s  experi¬ 
ence  in  Mali.  Eyre  went  to  Bamako,  Mali 
for  seven  months  to  study  with  Djclimady 
Tounkara,  lead  guitarist  with  the  Super 
Rail  Band.  While  studying,  he  made 
recordings  of  various  individuals  and 
groups  and  later  wrote  a  book,  In  Griot 
Time:  An  American  Guitarist  in  Mali. 

This  CD  is  the  companion  to  that 
book  and  in  addition  to  great  songs  by 
Mali’s  known  artists,  such  as  Salif  Keita. 
Ali  Farka  Tourc,  and  Oumou  Sangare, 
there  are  unique  solo  acoustic  guitar 
recordings  that  spotlight  the  melodic  and 
rhythmic  traditions  of  Malian  guitar  Long 
regarded  as  some  of  the  most  sophisticated 
guitarists  in  the  world,  and  among  the 
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Furnished  rooms  for  rent 
in  the  sunny  Mission.

tions  between  ancient  string  instruments, 
like  the  kora,  and  modem  song. 

Local  Salsa  band  Azabache  has  a 
solid  CD  out  now.  Featuring  the  vocals 
and  arrangements  of  leader,  Ray  Martinez, 
and  his  brother,  Manny  Martinez  (now 
singing  with  Los  Mocosos).  Songs  like 
“Cinco  a  Die z”  about  a  judge’s  sentence 
and  “Besitos  de  Coco”  about  coconut  fla¬ 
vored  kisses  are  perfect  for  the  dance  floor. 
A  full  fleet  of  trombones  complements  the 
incendiary  rhythm  section  as  they  lay 
down  classic  Nuyorican  Salsa.  You  can 
catch  them  August  1 7  at  the  Elbo  Room.
